Kaiser William on the Eastern 

Q,aestion. 

Beblin, Febiuary 22. — Tho Germau 
Reicbstag opened to-Jay. Emperor 
William's speech iu opeuing the ses- 
sion adverts to the depressed state of 
commerco aud industry, and also the 
deiicieaey, aiuountin^ to 25,000,000 
half marks, be met by raisinpr the luut- 
rioulatory coutribations payable by tbe 
State. Tlie speech niso e.\pre8se8 the 
opiuioQ thai; peace of Europe will not 
be broken. The dungera wliich might 
result Irom tlio Eiistcrn que.sliou, still 
unsolved, threaten Gernjany in a less 
degree than any other country'. The 
Empire bns remained true to the prin- 
ciples which it laid down for itself at 
the beginning of tho Eastern compli- 
cations. Tho conference has not suc- 
ceeded iu obtJiiuiugfrom the Porte the 
conceBsiobs which the powers judged 
expedient to demand iu tho interest of 
humanity, and as the means of .seeur- 
intr peace for the future. Nevertheless 
iht) proceedings of the conference have 
led to tho result that the Christian 
powers havo arrived at u common 
understanding among themselves re. 
spectiug the guarantees to be demand- 
eil from the Porte. Before tho con- 
ference met, Huch an understanding 
Licked a univeisally recognized express- 
ion. By this means a solid basis has 
been secured for the coulidenco that 
peace will bo preserved aoiuug tbe 
Powers, even should the hope ba dis- 
appointed that the Porte will, of its 
own accord, cari'y out the reform-s 
regarding the treatment of its Christiau 
subjects, wljich the Conferenco con- 
sidered requisite in the iuterests of 
Europe. Should the expectations 
now entertained, based upon the prom- 
ises of the Porte on tho ono hand nnd 
tho opening of negoliatiocs for peace 
on tho otlier, with Serviu and Monte- 
negro, fail to bo realized , tlio Imperial 
Government, while recognizing the 
fact that the present queslioij does not 
presciibe any pi'ecise line of conduct 
for itself, will continue to exert its 
influence as hitherto on behalf and for 
the protection of Ghrtstians iu Turkey, 
and tho preservation of peace in Eu- 
rope; above all other things, however, 
streDgtbeniug its own good relations 
'with tbe GoverutneDts,ullied or other- 
wise, friendly to it. 

Jealously and Muudeu in a Ball- 
Boom. At acuiintry ball about eight 
miles from Jaspei , Pickens county, on 
Friday niglit last, were Mrs. Cowart, 
daughter of William Fowhu-, about 
twenty-sis years of ago, and i\[rs, Suth- 
ard, daughter of J. Hambricli, about 
eighteen years of ago. The former 
had for some time been divorced, and 
the latter bud been mariied only about 
a year. Mih. ('owait accoijted tho 
tenderof Mr. Sutliard to bo her part- 
ner in tlio danc(;, and as the two went 
on the floor .Airs. Sutliard approached 
Mrs. Cowart aud objected, Jlrs. Cow- 
art, however, refu>ied to yield tho 
company for the dance. Thereupon 
Mrs. Suthard becanio enraged, and in 
a moment the inluriated women clench- 
ed each other l.'v tho hair, and afier a 
struggle fell to the flour, lighting like 
enraged tigiesso.s. Mrs. Suthard, 
Vifcb an open knife, cut Mrs. Cowart's 
throat from ear to ear, killing her al- 
most instantly.

The iffent of tho in- 
formation was to 80 depress tho public 
miad as to aliuoBt cre.ito a piinic, and 
Bbuke the corfidenco of capitalists and 
bnsinesH men in tho ptruianent oharaclcr 
of ihoir iuvostmei'ts At tiio timo wti pio 
tealod agaicst the toit'Briims boinK ruoi-iv- 
ed as Gospel— pointing out tluir utter 
abnordity and improbability. Tbo receipt 
oftheolHcial copy of tho Estimates 013 
Tuei-diiy lia'* justifio.-^ our protest. Not 
only is iliere n coni-iderable sum down 
for surveys, but a further sum of S500,- 
000 is fot down for lailway conttructiou 
works witbin tbt! Province. If tin; tele- 
gram had proved to be true it would have 
indicated tho abandonment of the pviij> ct 
for a tran>contiDental railwuy. Tbo ijcr- 
son trausmiit ng the disputoU -was awate 
of tbo imprt baion it Avould create here, 
and tent it at a ptriod wheu it would be 
most likely to create a si'ono of agitation 
and disorder. Foriunutt-ly the good sense 
of the people siiw tbroiigli tho \*ipk(;cl 
object (they bad been too often deceived 
tbrougU tbo same source), and awailoil 
•witb patience tbo receipt of the ollicial 
documentH, wiih a vex*y gratifying result.

Ho ospl.dnod the pro.i.sioiis of 
the Bill, which are as foUo'.v.s: Wiiljin 
tbo Ist 01 l.-'obriiary and the lutii of 
iVugiWt in each ye.i.':, deer, o.k, rem loor 
or cariboo, grouse, parciidgo, praiiio 
fowl, bnipo, quiil, wat.-ifowl, wliieu are 
.known us m.illard ducU, giey duolc, 
spriugtail, widgeon, nnd allkiniisof duck 
known an toal may not be huulod, taken 
or liillod; lobins, lucadowlark, tbruali, or 
any liird known hero by any of tneso 
names shall not bd hunted, lukon, kil.ed, 
shot, truppo.l, wounded, or injuietl at any 
time. Tue penalty for buying or selliug 
any of tbe-e bird* or aaimaU is a due uot 
exoeodiug $50 or imprisonmetit nut ex- 
coodiug 70 days, Tbo Bill wi.l uot ap- 
f ply to Indiana. 

Mr. 3initU siud tbe Bill was fiivoloas 



and ho moyed that it ba road this day six 

months. 

Mr. Fisher seconded the motion. There 
■wore some tilings in the Bill ho would 
liko to support; but in this wild country 
it was scarcely nocossary at this time. 

Mr. Davii) sanl that in bis distnct a 
traveler and prospector rcnioto from any 
stittleniont could uot kill an animal to 
sustain life. 

Mr. Williams said that birds were 
slaughtered rock essly in iho vicinity of 
Victoria, although, as a whole, ho held 
the Bill would bu bad. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought the Bill 
highly necessary. Ho had seou scorrs of 
dcor run down and destroyed in sheer 
wantonuess in the winter time when tUey 
wi-re vuluelehs for any purpose. 

Dr. Toimio, whilo approving of the 
priucipls of the Bill, would suggi at tb it it 
be limited in its operations to certain dis- 
tiicts. The hunting of deoi by dogs 
ought to be atoppcd. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho wi/uld support the mo- 
tion to read the Bill this day six months. 
His hon.. colleague (Mr. Vernon) had 
said ho had seen deer hunted in tho 
winter lime with dogs; but this Bill did 
not propose to stop tboiiuntiug of deer in 
the winter bffore the 1st of February. 
Besides, blue grouso were botier iu the 
spring ihau at any linio during tho year 
aud this Bill would prevent their being 
hunted. Deers eomniitiod great havoc 
among the farmers' crops, and if this Hill 
was passed a farmer, sceiut; a lurrd of 
di ors destroying bis pt-a.s, could not shoot 
them. If be yieliled to teniiitaliou to 
break tho law to i)rotect bis cro[)s, lii^ 
premises miyUl bo searched nnd bo would 
lio pimisliod for protecting his crop-i. 
Tho present game law wjsquile sufiiciunt. 
It did not uiiply to outlying distriots and 
it ought uot to apply to them. All that 
W.1S necessary was tbat it should prevent 
the sol ing of the animals and birds in tbe 
Victor:!a market. 

Tbe motion to raad this day six months 
was lo.^t and tho Bill committed, Mr. 
Gallagher m the chair. 

Mr. Elliott suid io giving bis support 
lo ihis bill, he wished tbat it should not 
bu made absolute throughout tho entire 
Province.
